Mandatory water rationing was ex­ 
tended to another 1.1 million Bay Area 
residents Tuesday night, and the state 
says it now appears the Northern 
C a lifo rn ia 
drought m ay cause 
agriculture losses as high as $3.5 billion. 
Fair weather returned to the north 
state today after a mild storm that 
brought amounts generally ranging from 
a quarter to half an inch No more rain 
was forecast for the immediate future. 
Directors of the East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District imposed a mandatory 
25 per cent reduction in water use for its 
1.1 million East Bay customers in 
Alameda and Contra Costa counties. The 
goal is to reduce consumption from last 
year’s daily average of 220 million 
gallons to 164 million gallons. 
In Sacramento, Gordon Snow, an of­ 
ficial of the Department of Food and 
Agriculture, said recently announced 
water cutbacks to farmers would reduce 
the value of crops by 20 to 40 per cent this 
year Last year, the total value was $8 9 
billion, which means the losses would be 
between $1.7 billion and $3.5 billion.- 
Previo u sly, 
the departm ent had 
projected a loss of $900 million to $1 
billion 
Snow also said there would be a sub­ 
stantial shift in the state’s agriculture in­ 
dustry as farmers switch to crops requir­ 
ing less water. He said he expected 
growers to plant far fewer acres in such 
crops as rice, cotton, melons and 
tomatoes. More acreage will be planted 
in wheat, oats, barley and feed corn. 
The state Water Resources Control 
Board Tuesday ordered a reduction of 
water quality in the Sacramento-San 
Joaquin Delta to save about 1 million 
acre 
feet of water. Normally, fresh 
water is pumped into the delta to keep 
salt water from getting in

John Tower, R- 
Tex , and Robert Griffin, R-Mich 
The contributions were made in 1971 
and 1972, the airline said in a statement 
filed with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission 
The SEC has been in­ 
vestigating illegal corporate and other 
contributions to lawmakers 
They also went to Gerald Ford before 
he became president and to Transporta­ 
tion Secretary Brock Adams when each 
was a member of Congress. American 
said 
It is against federal law for a corpora­ 
tion to donate to the campaign of a can­ 
didate for federal office. American was 
convicted in 1973 for making an illegal 
contribution to Nixon's successful 
1972 presidential re-election campaign. 
Today’s report — which included five 
pages with the names of a large number 
of current and past lawmakers, some 
who allegedly received more than one 
contribution — also gave new details on 
the method Nixon campaigners used to 
solict a $100,000 contribution. 


Hostage at gunpoint 
drama continuing 


INDIANAPO LIS (U P I) - A former 
West Point gun instructor, saying the 
police “ are lucky they’re dealing with 
me,” showed no signs today of releasing 
a real estate executive he took hostage at 
gunpoint more than 24 hours earlier 
charging he had been cheated in a 
mortgage deal. 
Police resumed negotiations with 
Anthony Kiritsis, who held Richard Hall, 
42. hostage in Kiritsis’ apartment with a 
shotgun wired to his neck. Kiritsis ab­ 
ducted Hall from his downtown office 
Tuesday morning, paraded him along 
city streets, commandeered a police car 
and took him to the west side apartment. 
Kiritsis told police he had the apart­ 
ment wired to explode. Police confirmed 
the wiring and said Kiritsis had recently 
purchased at least 25 sticks of dynamite. 
“ You've got 100 officers trying to get a 
shot at me.” Kiritsis said today in a 
telephone call to radio station W IBC “ I 
didn't go down there to be a buffoon I 
went down there for vengeance ”

W E. “ Ben” Benton, manager ot the 
Lompoc facility, hosted the tour and con­ 
ducted a press conference that 
followed 


The subject of lawsuits totaling $451 
million alleging wrongful deaths and per­ 
sonal injury to employes was raised and 
Dr. Paul Kotin, senior vice president for 
health, safety and environment at J-M in 
Denver reported that as of Monday the 
company had not been served with the 
suit and for that reason was unable to

we have been served,” Dr. Kotin said. 
Monroe Harris, senior vice president 
of J-M’s mining group, observed that 
“ Occupational medicine was pretty

Kotin commented, “ We can be 
dissected unmercifully (by the medial 
and all we can do is lick our wounds ” 
He noted that the approach the company 
is taking, instead of trying to defend 
itself against excesses of bad publicity, 
is to take a positive approach to develop 
a new degree of credibility 


He said that the areas of disagreement 
still are many, but that regulatory agen­ 
cies now believe that the company is do­ 
ing everything it can do to respond to the 
health and safety needs of its personnel 
and the community.

Inspections by both union and manage­ 
ment, with from one to six persons in­ 
volved. are conducted in each area of the 
plant on a regular basis, the company 
reported.

County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds had 
asked the board to concur in 
these requests, explaining the 
Coast Guard has asked the 
county for comments on their 
proposed tanker routing plan 
District Coast Guard officials 
have explained that their office 
lacks authority to require cir­ 
cumvention of the channel on 
either north or south runs But 
they explained shipping com­ 
panies transporting the oil have 
indicated they would comply on 
the south run voluntarily where 
conditions permitted 
Reynolds said that Coast 
Guard Capt H W Parker, chief 
o staff. 11th District, outlined 
procedures recommending that 
southbound tankers travel out­ 
side the channel en route to 
Long Beach He said after the 
tankers unload Alaskan crude 
oil at the proposed SOHIO ter­ 
minal in 
Long Beach, the 
northbound tankers would be 
routed through the shipping 
lanes inside the channel on their 
return to Alaska. 
The recommendation by the 
Chief of the Eleventh Coast 
Guard D istrict follow s in­ 
troduction of a bill by Congres­ 
sman Robert Lagomarsino to 
m andate such routing last 
month 
“ I’m pleased at the speedy 
response but intend to go ahead 
with the bill," said the congres­ 
sman 
The Coast Guard proposal 
relies on voluntary compliance 
by the tankers, w hile the 
Lagomarsino bill would make 
such routing compulsory 
He 
said Congress can require such 
routing because all vessels 
carrying North Slope oil will be 
American owned 
In a letter to Lagomarsino 
and to Get Oil Out, In*, of Santa

Bunco artists may arrive with 
spring, sheriffs office warns 


With spring near, Sgt. John 
Delagrave. commander of the 
Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s 
Dept Solvang office issued a 
reminder today to residents of 
the Santa Ynez Valley that 
bunco artists may be passing 
through the area. 
According to Delagrave. the 
groups specialize in roof repair 
frauds, termite inspections, and 
other home repairs. 
Delagrave made these com­ 
ments on the three types of the 
most used types of bunco 
schemes 
He said that typical of roof 
repair frauds are the claims 
made about the sealing 
products which will be used. 
The products are guaranteed to 
seal all cracks and leaks. Often, 
however, laboratory reports 
have indicated that additives in 
the 
products contain old 
crankcase oil. silver paint, thin­ 
ner and solvent. 
Under termite inspections, 
Delagrave said the gangs may 
smuggle pieces of termite in­ 
fested wood into the homes to 
convince potential victims that 
their residences are termite in­ 
fested “ They then pretend to 
exterminate the termites by 
spraying the affected areas 
with roofing materials or by 
burying an unknown substance 
in the ground around the 
home.” 
Under the category of other 
home repairs, the head of the 
Solvang sheriff’s contingent 
said “ members may solicit jobs 
repairing driveways, plumbing 
systems and electrical wiring 
In repairing driveways, they 
use the roof materials and offer 
the same guarantee which is 
useless since the materials are 
diluted 
They prune trees whether 
they need it or not. When prun­ 
ing trees they offer to do the job 
at an extremely low price. 
When the job is done, the victim

of California farm loss 
SACRAMENTO (U F I) - The 
state Tuesday more than 
doubted its loss estimate for 
California agriculture for 1977 
to $2 5 billion due to the drought 
and said it could go as high as 
$3 5 billion. 
Gordon Snow, a Department 
of Food and Agriculture of­ 
ficial. said recently announced 
water cutbacks would result in 
reductions of between 20 and 40 
per cent in the value of crops 
produced in California, which 
last year had $8 9 billion in 
agricultural production 
The reductions would mean 
losses of $17 to $3 5 billion dur­ 
ing 1977. Snow said 
Taking the middle ground, 
Snow said the department es­ 
timated the loss would be $2 5 
billion 
Previously, the department 
had projected a loss of $900 
million to $1 billion due to the 
drought 
“ It ’s disastrous to some 
farmers who will go bankrupt,’’ 
Snow said 


In an interview, he also out­ 
lined the substantial shift in the 
state's agriculture industry as 
farmers switch from wet crops 
to those requiring less water 
Snow said growers would 
plant far fewer acres in rice, 
cotton and melons because 
those crops require large 
amounts of water. 
He also said tomato produc­ 
tion would be cut substantially 
although the crop requires a 
medium amount of water. The 
reason, he said, is that much of 
the processing tomatoes are 
grown in Yolo County, which is 
expected to suffer severely 
from the drought 
Snow said more acres will be 
planted in wheat, oats, barley 
and feed corn because those 
crops require relatively little 
water 
Wine prices are bound to go 
up. he said, because water will 
be spread thinly in vineyards 
with an emphasis on keeping 
vines alive 
Similar price increases and 


production drops will be ex­ 
perienced in canned peaches 
and apricots and fresh fruit 
such as neetarines. 
Shoppers may be unable to 
find California melons in super­ 
markets because plantings 
probably will be reduced by 
more than 75 per cent. Snow 
said, with much of the remain­ 
ing produce being sold in local 
markets 
The rice industry, which last 
year produced a $300 million 
cro p 
w ill 
p la n t 
at 
least 40 per cent less this year 
because of water cutbacks, said 
Bob Freeland, executive vice 
president of the Rice Growers 
Association of California 
Freeland said rice during a 
growing season requires water 
the equivalent of seven feet 
high over the entire acreage 
planted, or seven acre feet of 
water 
By comparison, cereal crops 
require only 1 to 1.5 acre feet of 
water and beans and tomatoes 
need about three acre feet

“ There are no good options in 
a year like this.“ declared 
Chairman John Bryson. “ Peo­ 
ple all around the state will be 
hurt, and unfortunately it won’t 
be equally shared ... 
“ The rain isn’t there, the 
water isn’t there ... Water is a 
very limited resource It should 
be husbanded and conserved. 
There is no place for water 
wasters at all.” 
State officials said the water 
that would have gone to the 
delta with regular standards 
would be used for carryover 
storage in case of a third dry 
year in 1978 or by other 
customers of the State Water 
Project 
Jerry Johns, environmental 
specialist for the board, said if 
an exchange of water with the 
sprawling Southern California 
Metropolitan Water District is 
approved. 320.000 more acre- 
feet of water would be available 
to the delta for a price. 
Johns said delta farmers 
would face some hardship but 
would be able to cope with the 
relaxed standards and he said 
drinking water will be less 
palatable but not harmful 
However, he said two paper 
mills near Antioch may be 
forced to shut down because of 
the reduced standards and the 
threatened harmful salt intru­ 
sion from San Francisco Bay.

D EAR PO LLY — Could you suggest a way to remove 
scorch marks made on material like the enclosed sam­ 
ple by an electric iron. 1 am hopeful that this is a surface 
mark and that the fibers have not been burned through

D EAR RUTH — The sample you sent appears to be a 
loosely woven rayon, and rayon does not take well to 
some stain removal products. So you would have to test 
most carefully in an inconspicuous spot. You might try 
dampening and then rubbing on com starch, let dry and 
brush off. Slight scorch can usually be removed from 
washable fabrics, but from the looks of your fabric I feel 
a professional dry cleaner should see the scorched 
places. — PO LLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is to have the phone ring 
and when 1 answer the person realizes it is a wrong number 
and just hangs up without even saying “ I am sorry” . 
The lady whose refrigerator is next to the stove might be in­ 
terested to know 1 put a large <17x20” ) asbestos pad between 
them It is fastened to the refrigerator with strong masking 
tape, is easy to wipe off and the tape keeps it just where it is 
needed.

A new look at vetoes 
During his final months as 
President, Gerald Ford vetoed 
a number of measures that 
were upheld. 
But now, according to word 
from Senator Alan Cranston, 
President Carter indicates he 
is going to take another look at 
the vetoed bills and decide 
which ones he can support. 


Among the measures vetoed 
by President Ford were a con­ 
struction site picketing bill to 
legalize secondary boycotts on 
construction job-sites by per­ 
mitting a single union to shut 
down an entire project involv­ 
ing multiple employers and 
unions; a surface mining con­ 
trol bill to provide for the 
regulation of surface coal min­ 
ing operations on private lands 
and the reclamation of aban­ 
doned mines by federal 


statute ; revisions in the Hatch 
Act — which protects federal 
employes from undue political 
pressure — to allow federal 
employes to engage in par­ 
tisan political activities and 
numerous other m easures 
which entail enormous federal 
money outlays. 
It is very possible that 
C o n g r e s s , 
w h ic h 
is 
Democratically 
controlled, 
will attempt now to enact any 
or all of these measures in the 
hope that President Carter 
will sign them. 
Most of the measures, in our 
opinion, w ere highly in­ 
flationary, or added new 
layers of bureaucracy and 
were rightfully vetoed by 
president Ford. We sincerely 
hope that President Carter, in 
his review, comes to the same 
conclusions.

One of those type gremlins wrote the 
heading for this column last Friday and 
put our name as “ Harry Ocean ” The ti­ 
tle of the column was “ Befuddled'' and it 
certainly apppeared that we were Got a 
note this week from Senator Omer Rains 
along with an up-to-date photo of 
himself The note read “The photograph

WASHINGTON — The natural gas 
crisis struck America a winter too late to 
suit the Federal Energy Administration. 
Its experts had gravely predicted a 
severe natural gas shortage for the 
w inter of 1975-76 
They spent over 
$100,000 for pamphlets, radio messages 
and tv spots to in­ 
struct the nation how 
to survive the hard 
winter. 


FEA officials hung 
th eir heads in em ­ 
b a rra s s m e n t 
when 
their dire prediction 
failed to materialize 
The wrath of Congress 
also fell upon the 
agency because of the 
false forebodings 
S om e 
o f f i c i a l s , 
t h e r e f o r e , 
a r e 
privatey relieved that 
the energy crisis has 
finally arrived 
They 
feel som ew hat vin­ 
dicated now that their 
w arnings have com e 
true with a 
vengeance, albeit a year late. 


But all those expensive pamphlets and 
media messages are still gathering dust 
as the natural gas supplies dwindle 
dangerously. For one thing, the unused 
messages call upon Americans to lower 
their therm ostats to 68 degrees. Presi­ 
dent Carter wants the tem perature to be 
held down to 65 degrees “We can’t con- 


t r a d i c t 
the p r e s i d e n t . 
said a 
spokesman, with some logic. 
But the main reason the massive 
media blitz was abandoned, according to 
insiders, was that it offended some 
powerful congressm en 
An urgent, 
angry complaint was registered with the 
FEA on Nov. 19, 1975 by Rep. John 
Dingell, D- Mich., John Moss. D.-Calif 
and the late Torbert H Macdonald D- 
Mass. 
They protested that the proposed 
advertising campaign was unfair, un­ 
funded and offensive to Congress. One 
commercial, which the FEA planned to 
thousands of radio-tv stations, was titled 
“ Pack of Lies." In sarcastic language it 
alleged that the claim s about no gas 
shortage were a “pack of lies 


The irate congressmen contended it 
was the FEA commercial that was 
packed with lies 
They cited findings 
that disputed the gas industry's cries of 
shortage. “The gas curtailment figures 
disseminated by the Federal Power 
Commission and the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration are misleading and over­ 
stated." charged the congressmen 
Therefore, they suggested sharply: 
“The FEA’s proposed advertising cam ­ 
paign appears to be a lobbying campaign 
with the use of appropriated funds to in­ 
duce Congress to change the law “ 
As it turned out, the shortage never oc­ 
curred in the winter of ’76. the media 
campaign was quietly shelved and the 
responsible FEA officials were in dis­ 


grace 
Some were replaced 
The FEA now adm its spending $105,000 
on the abortive campaign 
Our own 
sources say the total waste of money, 
counting the salaries for all the wasted 
man hours, was far higher. 
The chagrined FEA officials have been 
feeling a bit better since the belated gas 
shortage seized the nation this winter. 
But they still don't intend to dig all those 
old warnings out of the storage rooms 
The year-old ads. confessed one official, 
“ were poorlv done " , 
IN FROM'THE COLD - Lucien Co- 
nein is an unreconstructed spy from the 
old cloak-and-dagger school He is given 
to tough talking and hard drinking And. 
as he has boasted to interviewers, his 
ambition is to go to bed with 4.000 or 
more women before he dies. 
This crack almost got Conein fired 
from the Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion. 
where he is now engaged in the 
comparatively peaceful pursuit of drug 
smugglers 
In bygone days, he was a crack CIA 
agent. 
He belonged to the breed of 
swashbuckling spies who specialized in 
torrid boudoir romance, violent death on 
a fog-sheathed waterfronts and jungle 
heroics behind enemy lines 
His retirem ent from the Central In­ 
telligence Agency and a few quick snorts 
never go against the Corsican Mafia 
because he was one of them He also 
volunterrs that he had a yen for amatory 
adventure 
And he made other out­ 
rageous statem ents, as thev occurred to 


him. 
Whatever his seriousness about the 
4,000 women. Conein has no connec­ 
tion with the Corsican brotherhood But 
his statem ents irritated both the then- 
Atty. Gen Edward Levi and Drug En­ 
forcement Administrator Peter Ben- 
singer. who had authority over him 
The two men discussed what to do 
about Conein's undisciplined tongue 
Bensinger was sufficiently stirred to 
order an investigation 
His gumshoes, 
accordingly, snooped into the life and 
times of Lucien Conein 
It isn’t know whether they counted the 
women in his life, but the only solid 
evidence against him was that he had a 
big mouth 
For his in tem p erate 
remarks, the DEA charged him with 
“ c o n d u c t 
p r e j u d i c i a l 
to 
t h e 
government." 
There had been talk of firing Conein, 
but the formal charges specified only a 
15-day suspension Offended at such pet­ 
tiness, the old jungle fighter hired a 
lawyer and counterattacked 
Bensinger took a long breath, reviewed 
the case and wisely decided to drop it. 
“T here was an o v e rre a ctio n ,’* he 
acknowledged 
Conein, as a result, 
received only a verhal admonishment to 
try. please, to be more discreet. 
Footnote 
Conein told us that it was 
absurd to think he would back away from 
the Corsican Mafia 
As for the 4.000 
women, he is busily computing how 
many years it will take him to achieve 
his goal

Airline update

It has been awhile since I filed one of 
my occasional reports on air travel, but 
now I must caution against flying by 
Viasa. the Venezuelan air line, if you are 
among those who 
a) desire to read 
aboard an airplane, or b> prefer not to 
eat lunch at three in the afternoon, or c) 
tend to prefer the company of amiable 
crew 
It is probably 
unfair to file a report 
based on a single ex­ 
perience. but it is 
equally unfair to fail 
to pass along the word 
after two consecutive 
experiences 
To be sure, waiting 
at the airport in Riode 
Janeiro is especially 
trying. The other day 
the tem perature there 
was 110 degrees. The 
airp o rt is not air- 
conditioned 
There is 
a single room there 
that is cooled, but ac­ 
cess to it requires that 
you call 24 hours 
ahead to reserve a seat This may strike 
you as unreasonable, since in the United 
States we are not accustomed to going to 
airports for the purpose of going to 
waiting rooms. But it makes a certain 
amount of sense in Rio where — just to 
begin with — the habit of mind is 
bureaucratic. 
At that same airport, if 
you want to check a bag in the baggage 
room, a form must be completed in 
quadruplicate, including your passport 
number. 


But the main reason for waiting at the 
Rio airport is, presumably, because 
flights by Viasa don’t usually land on 
time 
Why then not wait at home, or in 
your airconditioned hotel room, knowing 
that the flight will be late? 
Because 
there is no way of ascertaining whether a 
particular Viasa flight will be late: You 
see. Viasa does not answer its telephone 


Two and one half hours late, the flight 
to Buenos Aires finally took off, and 
since it had turned dusk, the handful of 
passengers on board turned on their 
reading lights 
A faint glow issued, 
rather like wartime London protecting 
itself against the blitz. Questioned, the 
stewardess tells you blithely that no one 
has ever complained before 
You tell 
her that, as of this moment, the record is 
going to be broken, but she does not 


smile with you 
FLASH! 
Why not go 
forward to the compartment with the 
table in the first class lounge 


You do so, and the light is gratifying. 
But in a moment, in storms the Jefe de 
Cabina “This lounge is reserved for the 
crew " Surely not, you say: it is clearly 
an amenity for all the first class pas­ 
sengers — and nothing less than an oasis 
who have work to do. and need light to do 
it. Besides, there are approximately 104 
empty seats on the plane, wherein, 
provided they don't want to read, the 
crew could relax 


The steward retorts that the crew has 
been working for nine hours. You retort 
that you have been sitting two and one 
half hours in Rio and worked seven 
hours before that, and that it is not your 
responsibility that the airplane is late 


Whereupon — the ultim ate weapon! — 
The Chief of Cabin 
who ought to be 
featured in Viasa s next series of adver­ 
tisements. turns off the overhead light, 
leaving y o u in the dark Ah so The Jefe 
de Cabina does not know that I can type 
in the dark! 
Three months ago. boarding Viasa in 
Panama at 2 30 p.m for a three hour 
flight to Caracas, a teutonic stewardess 
with brushed-back blonde hair, plunked 
assorted cold m atter in front of me at 
2 45. and I observed that having lunch at 
1. I had no appetite at 2 45 but would be 
grateful for the sustenance at, say, 4 :30 
She harrumphed, as if I had made an im­ 
proper proposal, that refreshments are 
being served now, and not again! There 
is of course no point in eating when you 
are not hungry — unless you are a bear 
preparing for hibernation, so I passed 


But I did observe the lady who, a good 
two hours before landing at Caracas, 
everyone having been served, reclined in 
her chair, there being nothing to do. 
Save possibly hate passengers. 
If 
he thought turned to contem pt for 
patrons of V lasa. I must concede that she 
was intelligently occupied. 
By and large, Venzuelans are the most 
hospitable people in the world But there 
are some who become postively Russian 
in their attitude' toward customers The 
Russians, as readers of Mr. Hedrick 
Smith s wonderful book will recall, ac­ 
tively recent patronage of any facility by 
which they are employed My own ex­ 
perience suggests that the teutonic lady, 
and the Jefe de Cabina. will be happy 
only when their airplanes are entirely 
empty of passengers. They may not have 
long to wait
